Cross-border police corner suspected burglar 


Police arrested one of the country’s 
most wanted suspected burglars, 
who is now being grilled about a 
series of break-ins across Surrey. 

Peter Sonny Martin O’Halloran, 
34, was arrested by Surrey Police 
Cross-Border Investigation Team 
officers at a hotel in Wandsworth 
on Monday, and subsequently 
charged with seven offences, in¬ 
cluding an attempted burglary in 
Princes Drive, Leatherhead, in 
2007. 

For nearly two years, O’Halloran 
had been wanted on recall to prison 
for breaching release conditions, 
and also to be questioned about 
residential burglaries across south¬ 
ern and central England. 

He appeared on Crimestoppers’ 
Most Wanted website and also fea¬ 
tured on the BBC’s Crimewatch 
programme. 

In December 2008, Surrey Police’s 
Cross-Border Investigation Team 
joined the hunt for O’Halloran, 
working with Gloucestershire Con-

stabulary, which led the investiga¬ 
tion to track him down. 

Acting Detective Inspector Dan 
Voile said: “Criminals pay no re¬ 
gard to county boundaries, so we’re 
equally ready to step outside our 
borders and target them. 

“To this end, we’ve embedded five 
intelligence officers in neighbour¬ 
ing forces and, as we’ve shown this 
week, we’re willing and able to 
work with forces that are even 
further afield. 

“The arrest and charging of Peter 
O’Halloran should send a clear 
message to criminals that they can¬ 
not evade the police by moving 
around the country. 

“Through Operation Shield, we 
will continue to target travelling 
offenders who blight our local 
communities in Surrey and those 
elsewhere.” 


Detective Sergeant Dave Doherty, 
of Gloucestershire Constabulary, 
added: “This arrest was an example 
of the excellent cooperation which 
exists between police forces, and 
should serve as further evidence of 
our ability to work together to in¬ 
vestigate cross-border offences, as 
well as our determination to bring 
suspects to justice.” 

O’Halloran appeared at Chel¬ 
tenham Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday, charged with burglaries 
in Gloucestershire, Surrey, Suffolk, 

Oxfordshire and Cambridgeshire, 
the attempted burglary in Leather- 
head and a Proceeds of Crime Act 
offence in Suffolk. 

He was remanded in custody, 
where he will be questioned further 
in relation to other suspected of¬ 
fences and is scheduled to appear at 
Cheltenham Magistrates’ Court on 
Friday, February 13.

Swimmers hospitalised after chlorine gas leak 



Difficulty: Banstead Sports Centre 


Ten adults and two children were 
hospitalised after a poisonous gas 
leak at a swimming pool. 

Banstead Sports Centre, Tadworth, 
was evacuated on Monday 
lunchtime after chlorine gas escaped 
into the air, leaving people with diffi¬ 
culty breathing. 

South East Coast Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice attended the scene, along with 
crews from Woking and Reigate Fire 
Stations. 

Twelve people, two children among 
them, were taken to Epsom Hospital, 
others were treated at the scene. 

Chlorine gas is highly toxic and 
was first used as a weapon by the 
Germans during World War I. 


The immediate effects of exposure 
to it include inflammation of the 
eyes, nose, throat and lungs. 


A spokeswoman for the Ambulance 
Service said: “All of the injuries are 
thought to be non-life-threatening. 


“A number of patients were treated 
at the scene and given oxygen.“ 

Daniel Law, operations director of 
Courtneys, the company which runs 
the sports club, said: “I can confirm 
that following a gas leak at 
lunchtime yesterday Banstead 
Sports Centre was evacuated and 
closed. Customers and staff were 
evacuated to the adjacent communi¬ 
ty centre. 

“As a precautionary measure 15 of 
those people attended hospital and 
were kept in overnight for 
observation. All plant and pool 
equipment has been fully inspected 
by specialist pool contractors and 
certified as safe and operational.”

Doctors and nurses at Epsom 
General Hospital came up 
trumps during last week's bliz¬ 
zard conditions. 

The heavy snow prevented 
patients needing urgent 
surgery from being transferred 
to St Helier Hospital where 
emergency surgery is normal¬ 
ly carried out. 

Epsom and St Helier Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals NHS Trust can¬ 
celled routine surgery and the 
operating teams at Epsom were 
able to cope with all the pa¬ 
tients brought in with broken 
limbs after falling on the ice 
and other conditions. 

One patient, Lesley Ocraft 
from Leatherhead, who fell and 
broke her ankle in Leather- 
head, had a traumatic trip, 
with a car sliding into the am¬ 


bulance taking her to hospital 
and then the ambulance having 
to avoid a jackknifed lorry. 

But within 90 minutes of 
reaching the hospital she was 
in the operating theatre having 


her ankle pinned and plas¬ 
tered. 

“It was excellent - couldn’t 
have been better. I couldn’t be¬ 
lieve how quickly I was being 
treated,” she said. 


A member of staff, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
"There were certainly more 
people coming in with broken 
wrists and broken ankles than 
normal. There was a sense of 
euphoria that we could deal 
with everything at Epsom and 
we didn’t have to shunt our pa¬ 
tients up the road to St Helier. 

"Normally we have to send 
emergency cases to St Helier 
but patients certainly appreci¬ 
ated not having to travel and 
being treated at Epsom." 

The decision to remove emer¬ 
gency surgery from Epsom, ef¬ 
fectively downgrading the 
hospital, provoked a huge 
protest from patients and staff 
alike. It means that in normal 
weather conditions ambu¬ 
lances taking seriously injured 
patients to hospital have to by¬ 
pass Epsom and take them 
straight to St Helier.

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Trade union Unison has 
praised Epsom and St Helier 
University Hospitals NHS 
Trust for offering staff who 
battled into work through 
the snow an extra day off. 

Many put in heroic efforts 
walking for miles to get to 
work to ensure patients did 
not suffer because of the ex¬ 
treme weather. 

Some staff bedded down in 
hospital accommodation to 
ensure that they were able to 
report for duty the following 
day and in normal circum¬ 
stances would have been 
charged for their stay. But 
the Trust suspended all 
charges and praised the staff 
for their efforts to keep the 
hospitals going. 

Michael Walker Unison re¬ 
gional officer, said: “The cap¬ 


ital has witnessed some of 
the worst weather for twenty 
years and yet thousands of 
dedicated NHS staff battled 
their way into work to keep 
the service going” 

“It is extremely pleasing to 
see that Epsom and St Helier 
NHS Trust has taken a lead 
and agreed with a Unison re¬ 
quest to award an extra day’s 
leave to those nursing, pro¬ 
fessional and support staff 
who battled into work.” 

“The trust has agreed to 
wave the fees of staff who 
were forced to stay in hospi¬ 
tal accommodation 

overnight. I only hope this 
pricks the conscience of 
other NHS trusts, into think¬ 
ing about how they can best 
take this opportunity to re¬ 
ward their dedicated staff.” 


According to the Met Office, 
Epsom had the deepest snow¬ 
fall of anywhere in the coun¬ 
try on Monday, February 2, 
with 31cm (12in), according to 
the Met Office. 

Ian Dyer, head of operations 
at Epsom and Ewell Council, 
was out at 4am on the day that 
the borough topped the snow¬ 
fall table. He was out checking 
the state of the roads and by 
6am came to the conclusion 
that they were too dangerous 
for the refuse lorries to be out. 

The suspension of the train 
service meant that many 
council staff could not get to 
work. 

The Longmead Social Cen¬ 
tre was able to remain open 
all week with many staff 
walking in to reach the site as 
the roads were impassable. 


This meant that the centre 
could still operate its Meals 
on Wheels service and was 
able to get meals to the most 
vulnerable members of the 
community. The centre of¬ 
fered hot meals, refreshments 
and company to any pension¬ 
ers who were able to reach the 
centre. Caretakers at all three 
Social Centre sites, Long- 
mead, Cox Lane and The 
Wells kept the centres open 
for its regular hirers. 

On Wednesday, 1,030 calls 
were taken during office 
hours, the most that the cus¬ 
tomer services centre has an¬ 
swered in one day. 

The council website, epsom- 
ewell.gov.uk saw double the 
number of visitors it would 
normally expect for this time 
of the year.

Snow no problem 
for Epsom, USA 


Residents of Epsom’s namesake town half 
a world away watched with some amuse¬ 
ment as we struggled with the snow 

It would take snow three times deeper 
than the fall which paralysed Epsom last 
week to bring its namesake in New Hamp¬ 
shire to a halt, according to officials. 

The little town 75 miles north of Boston 
in the USA has an annual snowfall of 60in 
a year and a 12in fall is a minor problem to 
a town that has its own snowploughs and 
is geared up to dealing with blizzards. 

Its residents watched in fascination as 
television broadcasts showed how parts of 
the UK gave up all attempts at normal life 
after heavy falls of snow. 

But one of its town officials, John Hick¬ 
ey, admitted that it could take Epsom in 
New Hampshire a couple of days to re¬ 
move the snow if it had a fall twice as 
deep as Surrey’s and if the wind and snow 
drifts made clearance difficult. 

The last snow storm that brought the 
town to a halt was in 1978 when a snow fall 
of 36in was combined with 75 mph winds. 

“It closed everything down from south of 
Boston to the White Mountains,” wrote 
Mr Hickey.

“We have a Highway Department that 
has equipment to remove snow. They have 
plough trucks and hire more as needed 
from local contractors. 

“They usually start ploughing after a 
few inches of snow are on the ground and 
continue until done depending on the 
amount of snow. 

“A fair number of home owners have 
plough equipment or snow blowers and 
use it for maintaining their property.” 

While Epsom can deal with snow, ice 
storms are a different matter. 

“In December we had a massive ice 
storm. From Connecticut to Canada there 
was half to one inch of ice. 

“It took down power lines and trees and 
hundreds of thousands of people were 
without power. 

“In Epsom we were three to 12 days with¬ 
out power, the roads were blocked with 
power lines and debris from trees. Not a 
fun time after the novelty wore off.”

“It was a complete nightmare,” said as¬ 
sistant manager Karl O’Brien. But they 
all did very well - they went out there and 
did their best. I am proud of them all.”

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Nine-mile trek to save patient 


A nurse walked for nine miles 
through the snow to treat a pa¬ 
tient who could have died with¬ 
out dialysis. 

Renal nurse Debbie Noble 
fought her way through the 
snow from her home in Ashtead 
to Ewell, on Monday, February 
2, to treat a patient after heavy 
snowfall meant there was no 
other way of getting to her. 

Because of chronic renal fail¬ 
ure, patient Steph Crawford 
needs dialysis at least three 
times a week. She was due to 
have dialysis on Monday morn¬ 
ing following the normal week¬ 
end break, and knew it was 
vital that she received the treat¬ 
ment. 

Mrs Crawford said: “The fact 
is, without dialysis I would have 
died. I know it sounds dramatic, 
but it’s true. 

“I know that I need dialysis at 
least three times a week, so by 
Tuesday I would have been in 
real trouble.” 

She said: “I got up at my nor¬ 
mal time to go to dialysis, but 
when I stepped out of the door, 
the snow was up to my knees. I 
tried to drive, but at the end of 
my road I got completely stuck. 
I really began panicking then -1 
couldn’t get to hospital and did¬ 
n’t think an ambulance would 
be able to get to me. I thought I 
would need an air ambulance. 

“I rang the hospital and spoke 
to Debbie and she just told me to 
get ready because she was com¬ 
ing over. When I told her it 
would be impossible because of 
the icy weather, she simply said 
‘No, I’m walking.’” 


Luckily, the nurse had been 
working closely with Mrs Craw¬ 
ford to set up a home dialysis 
unit but the machine was not 
ready for use. 

With the approval of renal 
consultant Ginny Quan, it was 
decided to start the dialysis at 
home. 

She rang technicians at Epsom 
and St Helier University Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust and they gave 
her support over the phone 
until the dialysis machine was 
up and running. 

Mrs Crawford said: “It was a 
real team effort and I am grate¬ 
ful to everyone involved, and es¬ 
pecially Debbie. What she did 


was fantastic, amazing. But she 
won’t take any credit for it - she 
just says ‘oh, it’s my job’, but 
not many other people would do 
what she did. She’s Noble by 
name and noble by nature. 

Mrs Crawford said: “There 
aren’t enough words to say how 
thankful I am to her. She is lit¬ 
erally a real life-saver.” 

Mrs Noble said: “I was pretty 
tired after all that walking, but 
the outcome was very success¬ 
ful. It was definitely worth it. I 
am used to walking, but I have 
to say that walking in the snow 
and ice is much harder than 
normal. I’m still wearing blister 
plasters.”

Windmill’s owner wants 
to give it to community

The owner of a windmill in 
need of repair work said he 
wanted to give the building to 
the community, but was not al¬ 
lowed by the council to do so. 

Derek Puddephatt, 71, a busi¬ 
nessman from Wimbledon, 
was told by Reigate and 
Banstead Council he would 
have to repair the Grade II list¬ 
ed building, in Tadworth, be¬ 
fore giving it to the community. 

Last week, the Epsom 
Guardian reported the coun¬ 
cil’s decision to carry out the 
work needed, at the cost of 
about £37,000. The council said 
the costs would be claimed 
back from the owner.

But Mr Puddephatt, who 
owns a business in Mill Field, 
where the Tadworth windmill 
is sited, said he could not af¬ 
ford to fix the building, but was 
keen to give it away to the com¬ 
munity along with a stretch of 


land, so visitors could have ac¬ 
cess to it. 

“I was concerned about the 
condition of the building, but 
could not afford to pay for the 
repair works,” he said. “The 
best solution was to give the 
windmill away so people could 
raise money to fix it.” 

The building is the tallest 
surviving Post Windmill in 
England. Parts of it, such as 
the tail pole and ladder, have 
been on the council’s buildings 
at risk register for 14 years. 
The main body entered the reg¬ 
ister five years ago. 

Works to be carried out by 
the council include the repair 
of weatherboarding, tail pole 
and ladder, rotted floor joists, 
replacement of existing tar 


layer, and removal of guano 
and adjacent vegetation where 
it is damaging the structure. 
The mill will also be made 
birdproof. 

A spokeswoman for Reigate 
and Banstead Council said: 
“The council appreciated the 
offer of the windmill to the 
local community and would 
like to explore this offer fur¬ 
ther. 

“However, it was felt that this 
would take considerable time 
to resolve and the urgent re¬ 
pairs to the windmill could not 
be delayed, while an agree¬ 
ment between the owner and 
council was negotiated.”

‘Runaway’ student is 
made to pay his fare 


A teenager was sick on the 
back of a minicab and ran 
away without paying the 
bill, police said. 

A 17-year-old student from 
Leatherhead caught a cab 
from Leatherhead railway 
station to Ashtead following 
a night out on Monday, De¬ 
cember 29. When the taxi 
stopped, the teenager, who 
was with a friend, was sick 
all over the back of the 
minicab and they both ran 
off. 

Officers from Epsom CID 
investigated the incident 
and were able to identify 
both teenagers involved. 

Detective Constable Ian 
Moody arranged for the 17- 
year-old to pay the taxi driv¬ 
er for the £7 fare as well as 
compensation for the clean¬ 
ing bill. 

D Con Moody said: “Both 
teenagers fully admitted 
their involvement in the in¬ 
cident and the main suspect 


was extremely apologetic 
and thoroughly appalled by 
his behaviour. He was very 
keen to make amends and 
was more than willing to re¬ 
imburse the taxi driver for 
the cleaning bill. 

“No action is not an option 
and this effective outcome 
reinforces Surrey police’s 
common sense approach to 
dealing with such incidents. 

“Surrey police is seeking 
to provide better resolu¬ 
tions for the public by deliv¬ 
ering a service that the 
community want to see.” 

He said: “I have personally 
spoken to the victim and he 
is happy with this conclu¬ 
sion and the compensation. 
Surrey police is committed 
to ensuring justice is done 
and we will use a variety of 
methods available to us to 
bring about satisfactory 
conclusions.”

iFENSAj LLOYD'S 
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Council tax 
will rise by 
60 p a week 


Surrey County Council has an¬ 
nounced a council tax increase 
of 2.9 per cent, which works out 
on average as a 60 pence a week 
rise. 

In the Government’s latest 
funding settlement, Surrey, the 
worst funded shire county in 
England, got an extra £2m, an 
increase of 1.75 per cent - effec¬ 
tively a cut when inflation is 
factored in. Government grants 
for Surrey amount to just £126m 
for the next financial year. 

The increase is less than 0.3 
per cent of the council’s overall 
budget, which this year 
amounts to £661.5m and is not 
even enough to meet the Gov¬ 
ernment’s tax on household 
waste being sent to landfill in 
Surrey 

This is the fourth year in a 
row that Surrey has suffered in 
the funding settlement round, 
and last year it equated to a gov¬ 
ernment grant of just £205 per 
Surrey resident, despite the na¬ 
tional average being £595 and 
Manchester being awarded £856 
per resident. 

It means that council tax pay¬ 
ers have to pay for 81 per cent of 
the cost of council run services, 
a far higher proportion than in 
other parts of the country. 

Leader of the council Nick 
Skellett said: “Make no mistake, 
I would have preferred no in¬ 
crease at all, as we do all we can 
to reduce the impact of the re¬ 
cession. We have to be realistic

about the needs of people who 
use our many services, and the 
burden placed on Surrey’s tax¬ 
payers by grossly unfair Gov¬ 
ernment funding. 

“We understand that people 
are suffering financially at the 
moment and we have done ev¬ 
erything in our power to keep 
council tax down so we can help 
keep local businesses afloat and 
support local people.” 

He claimed that Surrey con¬ 
tributed £5,000 to the national 
economy for every man, woman 
and child in the county 
“The Government has to ask 
itself seriously if it can afford 
to see reduced spending on in¬ 
frastructure in a county that 
makes such a huge contribution 
to the country’s economy In the 
current economic crisis, it’s 
more important than ever that 
Surrey is able to continue to 
help keep the economy float”. 

The County Council is facing 
increasing financial pressures 
from an ageing population, an 
expected doubling of the num¬ 
ber of people aged over 85 in the 
next 20 years, a growing num¬ 
ber of disabled children who 
are becoming adults, and a road 
network carrying more cars per 
mile of road than any other 
shire county, he added.

Durdans plan thrown out 


Campaigners are celebrating 
councillors’ decision to throw 
out plans to turn the Durdans, 
the historic racing stables, into 
homes and offices. 

But they are not resting on 
their laurels - they are work¬ 
ing on a second campaign in 
case Lord Halifax decides to 
appeal against the decision, 
and say they will call for 
Epsom and Ewell Council to 
issue a compulsory purchase 
order if the property falls into 
further disrepair. 

More than 3,000 people 
signed petitions against the 
plan, which were delivered to 
Epsom town hall before the 
special planning meeting. 

After a four-hour debate, 
councillors voted against the 
scheme to convert the indoor 
riding stables into offices and 
construct new homes in other 
parts of the Chalk Lane stables 
complex, by 11 votes to one 

They rejected the plan on 
several grounds, including its 
impact on neighbouring 
homes, on traffic in the narrow 
lane and on the racing 
industry. Councillors also said 
there was no need for more of¬ 
fice accommodation in Epsom, 
when there were offices lying 
empty. 

But they saved their severest 
criticism for Lord Halifax, for 
allowing the listed indoor rid¬ 
ing school to deteriorate, to the 
point where it is on the English

Heritage at risk register. Hali¬ 
fax’s agent, Graham Love, who 
described the riding school 
built by Lord Rosebery as a 
rich man’s folly, told the coun¬ 
cillors that the only way to pre¬ 
serve the buildings from 
further dilapidation was the 
proposed conversion plans. 

But Councillor Jean Smith 
told the committee: “I have be¬ 
come an ardent supporter of 
the training industry. 

“It is part of our history, part 
of our heritage. I deplore this 
application which rides 
roughshod all over our 
heritage.” 

Ward councillor Teresa Cass 
appealed for Lord Halifax to 
work with horse lovers to re¬ 
store the stables. 

“This can be a jewel in your 
crown, not a thorn in your 
side,” she said. 
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Accidents at 
work - high 
in borough 


Workers in Reigate and 
Banstead have more accidents 
than workers in any other dis¬ 
trict in Surrey according to fig¬ 
ures released this week by the 
Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE). 

Last year three people died in 
the south-east, 1,830 people suf¬ 
fered major injuries and an¬ 
other 3,473 sustained injuries 
that kept them off work for 
three days or more. 

In the borough of Reigate 
and Banstead, 101 workers 
were injured, 40 were injured 
in Epsom and Ewell and 51 in 
Mole Valley 

There were more than 80 in¬ 
juries in Guildford while only 
34 were injured in Woking, the 
lowest number in any Surrey 
district. 

The biggest number of acci¬ 
dents in the south-east, 230, 
was recorded in Southampton. 

“We have no definitive an¬ 
swers as to why there are more 
accidents in Reigate and 
Banstead than other areas of 
Surrey. It could be to do with 
the make up of the area,” said 
a spokesman for the HSE. 

The figures were released 
this week to launch the second 
phase of the Shattered Lives 
campaign to highlight the dev¬ 
astating consequences of slips, 
trips and falls in the work¬ 
place. 

Marcia Davies, the HSE head 
of injury reduction pro-

gramme, said: “People often 
view slips trips and falls as triv¬ 
ial incidents, even comical, but 
they are no joke to those who 
suffer major injuries, a lifetime 
of disability, time off work and 
in the worst cases, death. 

“We want to raise awareness 
of how these incidents can 
happen and how they be easily 
avoided by taking common 
sense actions and precautions 
at no or little cost. 

“The lives of workers and 
their families are shattered by 
the serious consequences of 
these types of accidents. Sim¬ 
ple measures introduced by 
business can make a positive 
difference to safety in the 
workplace.” 

Fatalities and serious in¬ 
juries from slips and falls cost 
Britain an estimated £700m 
last year. 

The campaign is targeted at 
seven sectors including food 
retail, catering and hospitality, 
food and drink manufacturing, 
building and plant mainte¬ 
nance, construction, health¬ 
care and education.

New homes on school land get thumbs up 


Residents who fought a deter¬ 
mined battle against Fairview 
New Homes and the developer’s 
plans for school land have said 
they will not oppose a new 
scheme for the site. 

A campaigning group was set 
up by two residents associa¬ 
tions, Stoneleigh and Auriol 
and the Cuddington Residents’ 
Association to defeat a scheme 
to build 49 homes on land at Au¬ 
riol and The Mead School in 
Cuddington Avenue. 


It provoked such strong feel¬ 
ings that Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council was inundated 
with letters of objection from 
people complaining that the de¬ 
velopment was far too big for 
the site and would lead to major 
traffic problems in the area. 

Demonstrations were held 
outside the town hall as council¬ 
lors made the decision to reject 
the plans. 

In the last few months resi¬ 
dents have been working with 


the developers who have now 
submitted another scheme to 
build 30 units, including six af¬ 
fordable homes, on the site, 
which was formerly occupied 
by temporary classrooms. 

The developers have given an 
assurance that if the new plans 
are approved they will not go to 
appeal to seek permission for 
the larger scheme. 

Bill Slaughter, chairman of 
the Stoneleigh and Auriol Resi¬ 
dents Association, said: “The 


first development was very dif¬ 
ferent - it was two huge blocks 
of flats.” 

A recent meeting at Bourne 
Hall to debate the new plans 
was attended by 127 people and 
on a show of hands almost 90 
per cent approved the new de¬ 
sign. 

The new plans have been sub¬ 
mitted to Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council and could go to 
the planning committee next 
month.

CenservAhrics 
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Driver escapes with only 
£1,500 fine after tot dies

A careless motorist who 
mounted a pavement and 
killed a toddler, who was on his 
way home with his heavily- 
pregnant mother, walked free 
from court with just a “paltry” 
fine. 

The parents of 22-month-old 
Thomas Hussell said yesterday 
the punishment Zahed Khan 
received could never compen¬ 
sate them for the loss of their 
baby 

Khan, 67, from Wallington, 
was fined just £1,500 and 
banned from driving for 12 
months after pleading guilty to 
driving without due care and 
attention at Croydon Crown 
Court. 

He ran over Thomas as the 
toddler was leaving Abbey- 
wood Grange nursery school 
in Kenley with his eight 
months pregnant mum Rachel 
on March 12. 

Thomas suffered severe head 
injuries when Khan, driving a 
black Toyota Yaris, ran into 
him on the pavement. 

It is thought Khan pulled into 
a private driveway and 
crashed into an unattended 
parked car before running into 
Thomas and his mother, by 
pressing the accelerator on his 
car instead of the brake. 

The accident happened only 
five months before a new law 
was brought in - causing death 
by careless driving - which can 
result in a prison sentence. 

Dad Ben Hussell said: “We 
are pleased that the judge used 
the powers available to him to 


give as severe a sentence as the 
law at that time permitted. 

“This in no way compensates 
for the loss of our son Thomas. 

“We are aware that the law 
has now been strengthened to 
deal with these sort of colli¬ 
sions.” 

Gavin Barwell, Croydon 
Council’s cabinet member for 
safety and cohesion, said the 


fine was a paltry sum for the 
cost of a young life. 

He said: “It does not seem to 
reflect the loss that the family 
have suffered. Most people 
would not consider that a fair 
reflection.” 

Thomas’s grieving parents 
set up a Just Giving page to do¬ 
nate money to London Air Am¬ 
bulance in gratitude for what 


the service had done for their 
son. 

A spokeswoman from Road- 
Peace, the national charity for 
road crash victims, said: 
“RoadPeace trusts that this 
will be one of the last cases 
where a driver who has killed 
is prosecuted for a charge that 
does not even mention that 
someone has died. 

“For over 15 years, we cam¬ 
paigned against this insult to 
the dead. 

“We welcome the decision to 
take this driver off the road. 
Disqualifications were not au¬ 
tomatic under ‘careless driv¬ 
ing’ but will be so with the new 
causing death by careless driv¬ 
ing charge.” 

A close family member said 
that the Hussells did not want 
to seek any publicity over 
Khan’s sentence and just want¬ 
ed to try and get on with their 
lives and put the tragedy be¬ 
hind them. 

The owner of the nursery 
school, Vince Lethbridge, said 
that Abbeywood was planning 
a tribute for the little boy on 
the anniversary of his death. 

He said: “No matter what the 
sentence is, it’s not going to 
make any difference. 

“It will not bring him back. 
Our thoughts and prayers are 
with the family.”

Crack dealers sent down 


Two men have been jailed for a 
total of 14 years after crack co¬ 
caine with a street value of 
£35,000 was seized by police. 

The haul was uncovered after 
Sutton officers in an un¬ 
marked car pulled up behind a 
Nissan Primera in Titchfield 
Walk, St Helier on January 30, 
2008. 

Front seat passenger Steven 
Grant, 32, of Ross Road, South 
Norwood, ran off into Titch¬ 
field Road but police gave 
chase and caught him in 
Winchcombe Road. 

During the sprint Grant 
dropped 63 wraps of crack co¬ 
caine. 

Meanwhile driver, Jermaine 
Picton, 22, and a rear seat pas¬ 
senger, were held in the car 
and a search of the vehicle re¬ 
vealed one rock of crack co¬ 


caine in clingfilm. 

In Grant’s South Norwood 
flat officers found a large quan¬ 
tity of crack cocaine with a 
street value of £35,000 and a 
further quantity of heroin, 
which had all been hidden in 
the base of a bed. 

Following the incident Grant 
and Picton were both charged 
with possession with intent to 
supply crack cocaine and hero¬ 
in. 

At Croydon Crown Court on 
Friday, January 30, Grant was 
sentenced to nine years jail 
after being found guilty. 

Picton, who had pleaded 
guilty, was sentenced to five 
years jail. 

DC Griffith said: “Sutton 
Crime Squad will continue in 
the relentless pursuit to bring 
offenders to justice.”

Currently, there are more 
than 160,000 businesses in 
outer London employing more 
than 1.6m people, OLC chair¬ 
man William McKee said at its 
inaugural meeting. 

Mr McKee also announced at 
the meeting his new board, 
which includes leaders from 
the world’s of business, archi¬ 
tecture and politics - including 
Councillor Serge Lourie, lead¬ 
er of Richmond Council.

He said: “The Mayor has 
rightly placed realising the 
economic potential of outer 
London at the heart of the 
commission’s work.

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Ease up on pedal and wallet 


As the jaws of the credit 
crunch clamp tighter, 
motorists are being urged 
to tweak their driving to 
achieve savings of £120 a 
year on their fuel bill. 

Simple things such as 
switching off your engine 
in a jam can add up to real 
economies. 

Transport for London’s 
Smarter Driving cam¬ 
paign urges all motorists 
to rethink the way they 
drive to save money and 
keep the city’s air cleaner. 

London Mayor Boris 
Johnson’s target is to cut 
C02 in the capital by 


15 per cent from 1990 
levels by 2010. 

If all drivers within the 
M25 practised smarter 
driving, they would save 
182million litres of fuel in 
a year - equivalent to 73 
Olympic-size pools. 

According to Tfl that’s a 
cash saving of £192million 
in fuel, and a 458 thousand 
tonne reduction in C02. 

Director of TfL Smarter 
Travel Unit Ben Plowden 
explained: “Private cars 
and vehicles account for 
almost half of London’s 
transport emissions, but 
when it comes to smarter 


driving, small changes 
equal big savings, both for 
the environment and 
drivers’ own pockets.” 

So follow these 10 rules. 

• Check revs. Change up 
before 2,500 rpm (petrol) 
and 2,000 rpm (diesel). 

• Anticipate road condi¬ 
tions and drive smoothly, 
avoiding sharp accelera¬ 
tion and heaving braking. 

• Use air conditioning 
sparingly as it increases 
fuel consumption. 

• Drive away immediately 
when starting from cold. 
Idling to heat the engine 
wastes fuel. 


• Remove roof rack when 
not in use, it adds to drag. 

• Avoid short journeys. A 
cold engine uses almost 
twice as much fuel. 

• Stick to speed limits and 
make fuel go further. A 
typical car needs 10 per 
cent of its power to drive 
at a steady 30mph. 

• Plan your journeys to 
avoid congestion, road¬ 
works and getting lost. 

• Check tyres regularly. 
Underinflated tyres are 
dangerous and increase 
fuel consumption. 

• If you’re in a jam, 
switch off.

Charlie and Eddie Wood have 
to travel a mile to get to their 
Little League matches - and in 
these bitter conditions it’s sore¬ 
ly tempting to hop in dad Stew¬ 
art’s car. 

Instead they cycle or walk to 
Cheam Park, where the West 
Sutton Little League (WSLL) - 
the most popular in London - 
plays its games. 

At the registration desk, they 
hand in their Smarter Travel 
passports, and are given a foot- 
ball-shaped Tackling Trans¬ 
port sticker. 

Six stickers, and they get a 
sports water bottle. Six more, 
an electronic sweatband step 
counter. Another six and they 
win a football, and are entered 
into a draw for tickets to the FA 
Community Shield at Wemb¬ 
ley. 

“Smarter Travel Sutton want 
more people to come by foot or 
bike because it improves air 
quality and traffic congestion,” 
explained Stewart. 

For Charlie, 11, and Eddie, 
nine, the half-hour walk or 10- 
minute cycle is also a pre¬ 
match warm-up - a 
muscle-stimulating exercise 
just like professional foot¬ 
ballers do. 

Last Saturday, Stewart, Char¬ 
lie and Eddie walked from their 


home in South Drive, Cheam, 
but on fine days they usually 
hop on their bikes. 

“It gets the kids into the habit 
of not always using the car for 
local journeys,” said Stewart, 
who also jointly manages the 
Hurricanes team. 

“It becomes part of their 
warm-up, and helps ease 
congestion, especially at 
those traffic lights in Cheam 
village! 

“It’s also a good way for us all 
to keep fit right through the 
year, and keeps costs down dur¬ 
ing the credit crunch.” 

It also eases the strain on 
Cheam Park car park, where 
Little Leagues have to compete 
with the cars of other park 
users. 

“It’s one of the nicest parks in 
the area, and it’s popular with 
dog-walkers and children using 
the swings,” said Malcolm Ash, 
who hands out the Smarter 
Travel stickers. 

“There’s a lot of pressure on 
the car park, and in streets 
around Tudor Close, where 
some people don’t park very 
sensibly and residents get a bit 
wound up, so we try to encour¬ 
age cycling and walking.” 

So popular has the sticker 
scheme become, that more 
cycle racks are being ordered 
to cope with demand. 

“We have 700 kids playing 
here,” said West Sutton Little 


League secretary Charles 
Jeffery. “Apart from keeping 
them fit, it’s a great way for 
children to meet other young¬ 
sters - it’s especially good for 
the shyer ones. 

“Quite often the scouts from 
Chelsea and Fulham come 
along to watch, and we have 
lost a few to the clubs’ 
academies.” 

Alumni of local little leagues 
include ex-Wimbledon, Chelsea 
and Tottenham keeper Neil Sul¬ 
livan and, bizarrely, comedian 
Paul Merton! 

Charlie Wood, despite playing 
in central defence, aspires to be 
another Jermain Defoe. 

“We’re kind-of having a good 
season, but we had a bad start,” 
he said of his Nonsuch Knights 
team (although he could 
equally be referring to his 
beloved Spurs). 

Brother Eddie, a nippy right 
back for the Hurricanes, fan¬ 
cies himself as a future Ledley 
King. 

Everyone is a volunteer, 
including the referees, with 
the league relying on dozens of 
enthusiastic parents and 
helpers to be managers, coach¬ 
es, organisers and assistants. 

Although there are small sub¬ 
scriptions, nobody is ever 
turned away. 

“If parents are on benefits, 
they don’t have to pay,” said 
Malcolm Ash. “It’s one of our 
guiding principles.” 

Another is the keen participa¬ 
tion in Tackling Transport, 
which is part of the wider 
Smarter Travel Sutton project 
which aims to reduce traffic 
congestion in the borough by 10 
per cent over three years. 

The scheme is open to all 
young footballers who play 
in Wallington, West Sutton,

Cities adapt for change 


Desirable Streetcar 


With climate change now in 
the nation’s consciousness 
following the floods in re¬ 
cent years, Sutton has 
joined forces with Europe’s 
elite to prepare for its im¬ 
pact. 

The ambitious collabora¬ 
tion between eight Euro¬ 
pean countries is aiming to 
help cities adapt to the ef¬ 
fects of climate change. 

Managed by the Town and 
Country Planning Associa¬ 
tion (TCPA), the project 
will raise awareness among 
local authorities about 
which areas are most vul¬ 
nerable to the impact of cli¬ 
mate change, and help 
them consider how to re¬ 
spond. 

According to Dr Jeremy 
Carter from the University 
of Manchester - who will 
assist in drawing up adap¬ 
tation action plans for re¬ 
gions across the continent - 
heat waves, flooding and 
subsidence will be the main 
threat to cities which have 
not adapted to climate 
change. 


Utilising cities’ parks and 
lakes will be part of the 
proposals. 

“The need for cities to 
adapt to climate change is 
enormous, the differences 
between those cities which 
choose to adapt and those 
which do not will be stark. 

“Research at Manchester 
University’s Centre for 
Urban Regional Ecology 
(Cure) has already found 
that an increase of 10 per 
cent in urban green cover 
would be enough to keep 
temperatures close to cur¬ 
rent levels, even accounting 
for the increases predicted 
by climate modellers.” 

Dr Carter is also working 
on a related project known 
as “Eco Cities” which will 
develop Greater Manch¬ 
ester’s first integrated cli¬ 
mate change strategy. 

The European collabora¬ 
tion is known as Green and 
Blue Space Adaptation 
Strategies for Climate

Why a healthy smile is important

Why is a healthy diet 
important for oral health? 

Every time you eat or drink 
anything sugary, your teeth 
are under acid attack for up to 
one hour. This is because the 
sugar will react with the bac¬ 
teria in plaque and produce 
harmful acids. Plaque is a 
build-up of bacteria which 
forms on your teeth and gums. 
It is better to have three or 
four meals a day and avoid fre¬ 
quent snacking. 

What is dental erosion? 

Dental erosion is the loss of 
tooth enamel caused by acid 
attacks. Enamel is the hard, 
protective coating of the tooth. 


If it is worn away the dentine 
underneath is exposed and 
your teeth can look dis¬ 
coloured and become sensi¬ 
tive. 

Drink up 

Acidic foods and drinks and 
fizzy drinks cause dental ero¬ 
sion. Still water and milk are 
the best things to drink.

What effects will smoking, 
alcohol or taking drugs 
have on my oral health? 

Smoking can cause tooth 


staining, gum disease, tooth 
loss and - more seriously - 
mouth cancer. Smoking is also 
one of the main causes of bad 
breath. Alcoholic drinks can 
also cause mouth cancer. 
Smoking and drinking togeth¬ 
er increases the risk of devel¬ 
oping it even more. 

Alcohol can also increase the 
risk of tooth decay and ero¬ 
sion. Some alcoholic drinks 
have a lot of sugar in them, 
and some mixed drinks may 
contain acids. So they can 
cause decay or dental erosion 
if you drink them often and in 
large amounts. 

Illegal drugs can lead to a 
range of health problems. 


Smoking cannabis can have 
the same effects as smoking to¬ 
bacco. Other drugs can cause a 
dry mouth, and increase the 
risk of erosion, decay, gum dis¬ 
ease and bad breath. Drugs 
can also cause you to grind 
your teeth, which can cause 
headaches and other prob¬ 
lems.

ting in rented accommodation, some 
for two years, deciding that they 
would like to live in their own house 
again and with a further cut in inter¬ 
est rates will be earning so little on 
their investment that they are now 
out once more looking to purchase.

Barratt backs Government’s ‘Homebuy Direct’ scheme 
with 67 homes in Wimbledon 



B ARRATT Southern Counties 
is to offer 67 new homes to 
Wimbledon customers under a 
new Government scheme ‘HomeBuy 
Direct’ that gives homebuyers the 
chance to move in for only 70 per 
cent of the purchase price. 

Barratt will match the 
Government’s funding pound for 
pound in the new venture to provide 
the 30 per cent equity loan to the 
homebuyer. The buyer finances the 
remaining 70 per cent either through 
a mortgage, a deposit or a 
combination of the two. 

The company is backing the 
initiative with a total of 3,000 homes 
nationwide.

This guide has been written by RICS (Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors) and over the 
next few weeks it will explain the basic legal and practical issues involved in renting a flat or 
house. It gives a checklist of the process you will need to go through and also explains how 
RICS members can help if you need any professional advice. 

As the world's largest professional body for property professionals, RICS offers clear, 
impartial, expert advice on renting a property. Using the services of RICS members offers 
real peace of mind because: 

* They give you clear, impartial and expert advice 

* They follow strict rules of conduct - including having insurance to protect you 

* RICS members have to update their skills and knowledge throughout their careers, 
so you can rely on their expertise 

* You are protected by a complaints procedure. 

Look out for firms that are 'Regulated by RICS'. Lettings and managing agent firms that are 
regulated by RICS will be easier to spot as they will be using 'Regulated by RICS' on their 
stationery and advertising material. 

Once you have decided on the type of property you are looking to rent, here is the process 
you need to follow to secure your property: 

1. Finding a property to rent 

Whether you have rented before or this is your first time, when you rent a home there is 
a lot to think about: 

Does the property meet your needs? Many factors need to be considered, including: 

* Cost - how much is the rent and will you need to pay extra for bills? 

* Location - is the property close to 

* local amenities? e.g. shops, doctors, schools etc? 

* Infrastructure - are there good transport links? e.g. trains, buses etc? 

* Size - will the property accommodate your needs? e.g. number of bedrooms 
required? 


What type and length of tenancy should you have? 

If the rent on the property is less than £25,000 per year and you do not live with the 
landlord, the tenancy automatically becomes an Assured Shorthold Tenancy (AST). An AST 
usually lasts for 6 to 12 months unless you agree a fixed term for the tenancy in advance 
with the landlord. 

What happens at the end of the tenancy? 

When the fixed term of the tenancy has expired, the landlord is able to gain back 
possession of the property provided they give two months written notice to the tenant. 

In addition, if you owe at least 2 months or 8 weeks rent, the landlord can ask you to leave. 

What can you afford? 

Before you even look at a property, work out what you can afford by looking at what your 
basic outgoings are likely to be. 

For instance: 

The monthly rent £_ 

The costs of getting your references £_ 

Inventory and tenancy agreement costs £_ 

The deposit and any maintenance costs £_ 

Council tax £_ 

Water rates, gas, electricity and telephone charges £_ 

TV licence £_ 

Insurance for your belongings £_ 

Total £ _

Spice is nice in Wellington 


At the new Red Chilli of Wallington, you’re assured 
of excellently cooked Indian cuisine, and friendly, ef¬ 
ficient service, writes Rebecca Barnes. 

Situated in Manor Road for five months, the restau¬ 
rant style is contemporary and relaxing, and already 
has its regulars from the local residential area and 
beyond. 

After a busy week, I visited for an early dinner one 
Friday with a colleague. In the mood to try something 
different, we were happy to be advised on suitable 
dishes by the owner Jamal, and began with a stack of 
crispy papadoms and chutneys. 

Our starters of nawaz khana, prawn puree and 
chicken holy - chicken lightly spiced and grilled on 
the stick - were served with the restaurant’s special 
sweet sauce on the side. A delicious introduction to 
the Red Chilli style of cooking. 

For our main course, we chose a selection of dishes 
to sample, including chicken korahi, which was mar¬ 
inated in spices and cooked on ghee in an iron copper 
dish, chingri jhol prawns, murg anawaka - sliced 
chicken prepared with fresh spices, fried onion, 
tomato, green peppers and mushroom, and handi 
chicken; handi being a traditional home cooking 
style dish which is new to Surrey. 

After our authentic Indian spread, we still had 
space for a sorbet dessert which rounded off a lovely 
meal. This restaurant is a great choice if you’re look¬ 
ing for variety and outstanding value for money.

• A sharp move called THE HIP DROP 

Standing on your left leg, have your right leg close to the 
left and slightly in front, on your toes. 

Lift the right hip, by scrunching up your waist (use 
your waist muscles and right glutes); hold, then release 
muscles in your waist and glutes and return to the 
original position. 

• A fluid move called THE VERTICAL FIGURE-EIGHT 
Stand with feet below hips, flat on the ground. 

Point your right hip at right diagonal, turn all the way 
round to the back and forward again (as though drawing 
one-half of a figure eight on the floor). 

Come through the belly button, then continue the move 
with the left hip, pointing at the left diagonal, then all the 
way round to the back, and through the belly button 
(drawing the other half of the figure 8).

Following the crowd has its 
merits. Often you stumble 
across a car that proves to be 
the best thing since sliced 
bread, and you can share your 
experiences with the many 
like-minded folk doing the 
same as you. 

Alternatively you can go off 
on your own and find some¬ 
thing different, something that 
challenges your perceptions of 
a particular brand. In the 
sports car world, following the 
accepted wisdom of others is 
the norm - trusted brands and 
particular cars rule. 

This makes Hyundai's Coupe 
all the more alluring. In the 
metal it certainly looks the 
part. Its low-slung stance and 
rakish profile easily puts it in 
the same category as more ex¬ 


otic machinery. Take the 
badges off and I bet you'll have 
the average man and woman 
expressing an unhealthy inter¬ 
est. 

The Coupe is comfortable 
with its identity though, so 
those Hyundai badges can stay 
In fact, it would be fair to say 
that the car's left-field identity 
is part of its appeal.
